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FOREWORD 


‘What is the name of the river Thames?’ 


That was the first quiz question I can remember hearing andit’s 
certainly the first one | got right. Admittedly my parents gave 
me a little help, but not that much. 


I have always enjoyed quizzes ever since an inspired geography 
teacher lined our whole class up along a wall and proceeded to 
ask us one by one the capitals of the world. | went right from the 
bottom to the top of the class in one go as my superiors failed to 
answer ‘Juneau the capital of Alaska?’. As you can see, | don’t 
just like quizzes, | like puns too. 


These two were, of course, silly, joky questions. But recently 
the very word trivia and/or trivial, with its self-mocking 
overtones, has in some way made general knowledge quizzes — 
just like crosswords — intellectually acceptable. Those of us 
who before have felt excluded from the crossword club have 
now come into our own. Us ‘trivies’ have, if anything, a slight 
disdain for the truly trivial, lateral thinking, masochistic 
verbalists — the crossworders. 


I once saw my name in the answers section for the Radio Times 
crossword. Even then, armed with the answer, | was unable to 
understand the clue — ‘Merrily took boat to pieces, for the 
entertainer’. A crossworder friend admitted the clue was 
perhaps a little unfair as the word ‘entertainer’ was so 
misleading! Some friend! 


Of course it is the mixed categories in the trivia books and 
games which have made them so attractive. Everyone is now in 
with a chance and I think the compilers of our Total Triviahave 
got it absolutely right, with the fairest categories yet. And | 
particularly like question 10 in Trivia Quiz 6. 


My own piece of advice is neversay, ‘| don’t know’. Alwayshave 
a guess. A friend of mine at Cambridge once answered, 
‘Aristotle’ to six questions in a round of University Challenge — 
they were in fact the on/ysix answers he gave—buttwo of them 
were right. A little intelligence is required because quite clearly 
‘Aristotle’ will not be the answer to, ‘How fast can penguins 
fly?’ But what, for example, if the question were, ‘Name Jackie 
Kennedy's second husband’? 


Have fun with this book. I’m sure you will with questions as 
varied as, ‘Which is older, Barbie or Sindy?’ and, ‘What is 
Margaret Thatcher’s middle name?’ (No rude answers please.) 
And what can possibly be the question to which the answer is, 
“Yes — it means they share the same tent’? 


And yes, crossworders can play too.

INTRODUCTION 


What's the most common answer to any question? It is probably ‘! 
don't know’, though | wouldn't like to have to prove it. 

You'll find when you play this book that a small proportion of 
the questions here will also provoke that answer. The odd problem 
that would have made Einstein pause for amoment’s reflection, adds 
spice to a quiz. 

I wouldn't be giving too much away, for instance, if I told you 
that one question in this book is almost impossible, unless you 
happen to live in Llanfairpwilgwyngyllgogerychwyrndrobwilllanty- 
siliogogogoch, in which case you would have an unfair advantage. By 
the way, the name of that Welsh town is part of the answer to that 
particular question, but it’s no use trying to memorise the spelling, 
because unless you're the Brain of Britain, or psychic, you won't be 
able to identify the question to which it is the answer. 

That’s not to say all the questions here are stinkers. Far from it. 
At the other extreme there are a few that are simply...well, simple, 
like: what colour are London buses? and: how many pennies were 
there in an old pound? They are so easy they would make Einstein 
turnin his grave. They are also the sort of questions that land plum in 
your lap just when you need them most in this game, giving you a 
valuable lead on points and making your competitors writhe on the 
carpet in envy. 

Life without this second sort of question, unless you are the 
Brain of Britain, or psychic, or a resident of Llanfairpwllgwyngyll- 
gogerychwyrndrobwilllantysiliogogogoch, wouldjust be intolerable 
for most of us. 

Between these two extremes you'll find the great bulk of 
questions; the ones that frustrate and entice quiz addicts in equal 
measure, making a book like this as hard to put down as a high 
voltage cable. 

They are the sort of question to which you definitely know the 
answer (in fact you were talking about it just the other day) but for 
some obtuse reason you can’t locate exactly where you filed it in the 
GCHQ of your mind. 

Most of us carry more trivial information in our heads than 
exists ina million volumes like this one. We might know, for instance, 
that it’s illegal to be left-handed in Albania, that the Ethiopian 


Emperor Menelik II restored his health by eating pages of the Bible, 
or that the Basques speak a tongue unconnected to any other 
European language, but we file all this information away in much the 
same way it comes to us — haphazardly. 

You may Know that an answer to a question about the 
equatorial rain forest is in your head somewhere — you can 
remember hearingiton thatvisitto Disneyland—butin order totrack 
it down in the memory vaults you might have to follow a cross- 
reference to a file marked ‘Lunar Space Probe’ and a sub-section 
labelled ‘Donald Duck’. 

It is this mental detective work that makes the hunt for 
renegade answers to irrelevant questions so tantalizing. Satisfaction 
arrives with the unearthing of a long forgotten item of information 
exactly fitting a question, from some particularly dusty corner. And, 
of course, it’s the effort of trying to do all this better than your 
white-knuckled competitors that makes it so exciting. 

There is another kind of question that falls between the Albert 
Einstein and Stan Laurel levels. It is ostensibly a harder or more 
specialized question, but it is phrased in such a way that it is actually 
loaded with clues. Wit and cunning are as important as memory in 
these matters. You may not Know this answer, buta little rattling of 
the grey matter might well dislodge it. 

For instance, being suddenly faced with a word like ‘triskaide- 
kaphobia’ may leave you gasping in temporary panic, but with steady 
nerves, an elementary knowledge of languages and some calculated 
guesswork, you can pull the word apart and deduce that it means 
‘fear of the number13’. (Don’t bank on triskaidekaphobia cropping 
up, by the way, because that’s the last you'll hear of it in this book.) 

You will notice that there are 13 questions in each quiz, two of 
which are miscellaneous and one of which is a quizmaster question: 
not necessarily a harder question, but one which we think is so 
intriguing that it merits astarring role, so special in fact, that we think 
a correct answer to a quizmaster question should be rewarded by 
bonus points. The other categories are based on: 

GEOGRAPHY AND TRAVEL, which is really self-explanatory; 

PEOPLE, those within living memory, including some pretty zany 
human achievements; 

INVENTIONS, which also covers discoveries and technology: 

HISTORY, which is another category that defines itself; 

SPORT, this includes some leisure, food and hobby interests which 
definitely wouldn't qualify as sports at the Olympics: 


MUSIC, which covers all sorts, from pop to country to classical; 

SCIENCE, the one I'd always want to avoid; 

THE ARTS, largely literature, but with a generous sprinkling of 
visual arts questions as well; 

FILM, TV AND RADIO, the test of how much we rea/ly watch and 
listen; 

NATURAL HISTORY, another one at which I’m a dunce. 

Of course this book can be enjoyed in private by all closet quiz 
addicts, but we have devised several games which we believe will 
provide even more fun for two or more players. However, if you all 
want to be friends at the end of a game, you should interpret each 
other's answers generously. 

I can’t honestly say that playing this book is educational, 
because most of the new information it will cram into your already 
overcrowded head will be of no earthly use to you ever again. But | 
will make one claim, and this claim is also a criterion against which 
each question chosen for this book has been judged. 

| know that in the end, your enjoyment will derive less from the 
answers you know, than from those you don’t know. Why? Well, the 
answer to that one is easy: because they are fascinating questions and 
I can guarantee that the answers will delight you.

QUIZ GAME 1 


Two opposing players, pairs or teams. 


1. Before the game begins, each player selects their own special 
subject (not miscellany and quizmaster). When a player answers 
questions on that particular subject correctly, he or she earns a 
higher score (see below). Both players can select the same special 
subject. One person should keep the score. 


2. Players take it in turn to ask each other a single quiz (i.e.asetof 13 
questions) and the scores are noted down. Depending on time 
available, the game can last as long as you want, though it’s more 
exciting if you decide how many turns constitute a game before you 
start. The person with the highest score when this point is reached is 
the winner. 


3. Each correct answer is scored as follows: miscellany = 1; 
individual player's special subject = 5; all other subjects except 
quizmaster = 2; quizmaster = doublethe player's score for thatturn 
(i.e. double his or her score for 12 questions). 


4. If a player scores 50 in a single turn (i.e. gets all 13 questions 
right), he or she wins the game outright. 


5. Astrict time limit of 30 seconds per question should be set, or less 
if you want the game to go faster. Answers should be interpreted 
generously. 


QUIZ GAME 2 


The same as Game 1, but with these variations: 


1. Players cannot have the same special subject. Before the game 
begins, each player cuts a pack of cards. The person with the highest 
card has first choice of special subject (apart from miscellany and 
quizmaster). The person with the second highest card has second 
choice etc. In the event of a draw, players cut again. The card ranking 
runs king (highest), queen, Knave, ten, down to ace (lowest). 


2. Atany stage inthe gametwoplayers can swap or barter subjects in 
their possession provided they both consent. 


3. Ignore rule 4 in Game 1. If a player scores 35 or more in a single 
turn (a set of 13 questions), he or she can select another special 
subject from the subjects still left, to add to the one already held, and 
from then on that subject too, will score him or her five points for 
every correct answer. Players can continue amassing special subjects 
like this (provided they score 35 or more ina single turn) until all the 
subjects are used up. Only when subjects 2 to 11 areall allocated, can 
the two miscellany categories be used as special subjects. The first 
player to take a miscellany as a special subject must specify either 
miscellany 1 or miscellany 12. Correctly answered special subject 
miscellany questions also score five points. 


QUIZ GAME 3 


For two or more players or teams. 
1. One person should keep the scores. 


2. The game is played category by category. The first player asks the 
next player on the left a question from the first miscellany section of 
Quiz 1. That player in turn asks the next player on the left a miscellany 
question from Quiz 2 andso on until all the players have been askeda 
miscellany question. The next round is geography, the next people 
and so on through the 13 sections. 


3. Players are allowed to select a specialist subject before starting as 
in Game 1, rule 1. Score as in Game 1, rule 3. 


4. Each player can double his or her entire score for the game by a 
correct quizmaster answer. 


S. If a player gets a question wrong or fails to answer it, it must be 
offered to the next player, who on answering correctly gains the 
points the previous player would have had (1, 2 or 5—see Game 1, 
rule 3). The player then proceeds to answer his or her own question.
